The Express has the following myste- 
rious rumors of a ser treaty, on the 
apeech of Gen. Butler last evening. 
which is regarded in some quarters us 
very significant. The move of Sherman's 
army is supposed to bave something to 
do with it. The story.runs as follows: 
Some time since there was a conclave in 
Macon of the leading mea of Georgia, 
including Gov. Brown and Vice Presi 
dent Stevens. An embassador was sent 
to Washington, authorized to assure the 
President that Georgia would secede 
irom the Confederacy if Sherman would 
march through Georgia and take posses- 
sion of Charleston and Savaonab. Lin- 
coln’s response to this request about 
three weeks since, was that be was nob 
quite ready, but would do it after the 
election. Itis contended this is the real 
secret of Sherman’s move—thut it is 
done with the view of bringing back not 
only Georgia, but North Carolina and 
Alabama. Rumors on the streets 
alternoon say Augusta has been cap- 
tured. 

This morning's Post says according to 
accounts from the continent, ideas of an 
European Congress is again the topics. 
The principal object is stated to be the 
question of Reme and Italy. France, 
nussia and Pressia have agreed upon 
the subject. Exnperor Napoleon con- 
cludes on the adhesion of ltaly. and 
King Leopold, of Belgium, reports be 
bas nearly overcome the objections of 
England and Austria. Sbould all this 
be accomplisbed, a general disarmament 
will be the result of Congress to secure 
peace in Europe. 

The Tribune special says Capt. Collins 
will be sustained by the Government in 
the capture of the Florida Foreign 
powers may recognize these pirates as 
belligerents, but the United Statea will 
tuke-the position that to be such they 
must belong to some recognized and re- 
sponsible Government.
